Presbyterians Invite Cooperation 


of All Christendom in Effort 


to Insure Peace. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich.. May 26 — 


As adopted today by the Presby- 
terian assfmbly, the war resolution 
reads: 
"The Presbyterian church of the 


United States" of America pledges all 
its energies to the outlawing of war 
aud to the hastening of the day when 
nations shall learn war no more. We 
refuse to believe wholesale slaughter 
of human beings upon the battlefield 
is morally any more necessary to 
man's highest development than is 
killing by individuals. We see in 
wars cruel ties, made more terrible 
by modern invention, not 
only a 


menace to civilization but also a 
definite challenge to the followers of 
the Prince of Peace. 


"We invite the cooperation of all 


Christendom in a determined effort 
to devise such complete machinery 
for peace as shall insure the settle- 
ment of all international contro- 
versies by reason instead of force. 


"To this. end, we favor participa- 


tion by our nation 
with other 


nations, in the court of international 
justice and the submission for judi- 
cial settlement, or the arbitration of 
disputes and tbe investigation before 
a resort of arms of all differences 
which cannot be adjudicated or arbi- 
trated, reserving the right to control 
oui own destiny and to determine 
•whether or not and when we shall 
declare war. 
'

"The moral influence of our nation j 


and the confidence of other nations 
in our disinterestedness 
compel us 


to assume leadership and take a 
definite part in the movement for 
world peace. 
We should endeavor 


;o secure a joint agreement for in- 
ernational disarmament and also for 
a referendum on war except in case 
of threatened invasion. 
We claim 


that those who are asked to fight 
and bear the burdens imposed by 
war should be consulted when.pos- 
sible before this sacrifice is required 
of them."

gration bill providing tor exclusion 
ot Japanese, effective July 1. 
The 


bill thus becomes a law. 


The piesident issued a statement 


explaining his action, saving that 
however much he regretted the Jap- 
anese exclusion clause "I must con- 
sider the bill as a whole and trie im- 
peiative need of the country for 
legislation of a general character " 


"In signing this bill," Mr. Coolidge 


said, "which In its mam feature I 
heartily approve, I regret the im- 
possibility of severing from it the 
exclusion provision which in the 
light of existing law, affects espe- 
cially the Japanese 


' If the exclusion provision stood 


alone, I should disappiove of it 
without hesitation. 
* *

"But the hill is a comprehensive 


measure dealing with the whole sub- 
ject ot immigration and setting up 
the necessary 
administrative ma 


chinery. * * * The quota act of 
1921 will terminate June 30 next 
It 


is of great importance that a com- 
prehensive measure Ihould take its 
place and that the arrangement for 
the administration should be pro- 
vided at once in order to avoid hard 
ship and confusion " 


Taken to Taslv 


Mr. Coolidge took congress to task 


for insisting on the form of the ex- 
clusion provision over Ins objections, 
declaring this method of securing it 
is "unnecessary and deplorable at 
this time." 


To have permitted the gorernmeut 


to have negotiated for exclusion by 
treaty, he said, "would not have de- 
rogated from the authority of con- 
gress to deal with the question in 
any exigency requiring its action." 


In addition to the Japanese exclu- 


sion clause 
the provisions of the 


measure include: 


Quota of all countiies are fixed at 


2 per cent based on the foreign born 
population in this countrv according 
to 1890 census. 


After 
July 1, 1927, immigration 


will be limited to 150,000. each coun- 
try getting a quota in this figure-ac- 
cording to the national origins of 
the foreign population in the United 
States as shown by the 1920 census. 


To prevent congestion and other 


difficulties at American ports con- 
sular officers abroad may not issue 
visas to more than 10 per cent ot a 
country's quota in any month. 


Alien seamen on vessels touching 


at American ports may not land ex- 
cept for medical treatment 


Wives and children of American 


citizens and citizens of Canada and 
all western hemisphere republics are 
exempted from the Quota provision.

Held That She Cannot Claim Title 


to Eighty Bought With 


Her Own Money. 


The suit brought by Mrs. Mary Da- 


vis of Richardson county against her 
son, John Samuel Davis, to establish 
a trust in the eighty acres of land 
left by her husband, among other 
pieces of property, and which it was 
shown was purchased with her own 
money originally, resulted in a vic- 
tory in supreme court Monday for 
the son.

If Mr. Leon Bakst's praise of the 


beauties of parasols causes a revival 
of their use, I suppose sunshades 
will again dot our streets. Of course 
in the old days, for instance the time 
of the Empress Eugenie, no lady 
ever went out during the day in 
spring, summer or autumn, without 
her parasol. 
In fact 
she was not 


considered dressed if she did not 
have 
one. In 
addition to adding 


charm to her costume, the parasol 
furnished a valuable instrument of 
coquetry and a manner of speech 
that is forgotten now. In those days 
parasols *were very small and could 
be manipulated easily. In fact they 
could be made to talk a, definite 
language exactly as could the fan in 
the days of the empire of France or 
in 
Spain even of today. 


There was a well recognized form 


by which a woman could convey re- 
proach or encouragement solely with 
her parasol. 
If a gentleman was 


conversing with a lady in a manner 
not pleasing to her, and she took her 
closed parasol and tapped him on the 
arm with the end, it was a perfectly 
definite, well recognized repreach 
which meant "Do not continue." If, 
on the other hand, she tapped him 
on the arm with the handle of her 
closed parasol, it meant "You are a 
little shocking but it amuses me; go 
on-'' 


A parasol much used in the old 


days was fringed with lace. This, 
for the purpose of coquetry, was ex- 
tremely valuable for the lady could 
move "her parasol so that the lace 
covered her eyes or not, as she de- 
sired. When it covered her eyes it 
had the effect of a veil without the 
permanent quality of a veil- In other 
words, the man was not quite sure 
whether she intended her eyes to be 
covered and consequently he was in- 
trigued. 
« 


The parasol thus was often an 


eloquent substitute for the spoken 
•word. 
Turning it in the ground, 


playing with it in one's hand, optfc- 
ing or shutting it, putting it in front 
of one's 
face, or lifting: it—-each 


meant definite. 
One recalls charm- 


ingly 
sentimental 
scenes 
in old 


novels of fair ladies sitting on the 
beacb writing words in the sand with 
the tips oV their parasols, while the 
gentlemen's canes 
traced 
their 


answers. 
I fear those days of ro- 


mance and delicately implied emo- 
tions are gone by. however. Prob- 
ably the subtle thrill and charm of 
this sort of coquetry would not be 
felt by many of the young people of 
today. 


In Spain, the language of the fan 


is still a factor in any young girl's 
social life, but with us that language 
as well as the language of the para- 
sol, is a forgotten and -scorned ining:. 
Yet most of us. as I gather from the 
many 
letters I receive, 
are still 


wondering and worryinc as much 
about our charm, personal appear- 
ance and attraction as ever before. 


This being the case, why have we 
discarded so ruthlessly the very easy 
and quaint little tricks of the wome'n 
of past generations? We pay much 
attention to lights in our rooms, to 
the colors of the clothes that we 
wear; why should we scorn the idea 
of carrying a parasol when walking 
in the glaring and very trying sun- 
light? It is surely an added charm 
and an asset to feminine appearance 
which we are quite within our rights 
to take ad-vantage of.

The case attracted wide attention

in 1916. They have one 


child. The court says that because 
he was just establishing himself in

took his wife lo the 


home of his parents. There trouble 
started 
shortly.

parents.

shows 
that 
the wife was allowed 


little say in the management of the 
household; that she was not allowed 
the privilege of receiving her rela- 
mes except under circumstances 
that, resulted

again; that Stocker's mother seemed 
to be of a violent temper, frequently 
lost her poise, called the wife vile 
and 
indecent names, charged her 


with thelt, assaulted her and made 
life so unbearable that the wife was. 
practically driven from home. 


The court finds that .Mrs. Stocker 


was fully justified in departing from 
her home; that she was justified in 
doing so and that it is her duty to 
remain until her husband, in recog- 
nition 
of the 
situation, lurnishea 


her a home apart from his parents. 
It says she is not required to live 
with them. 


On appeal Stocker insisted that a 


decree of divorce should be entered, 
as it is against public policy that 
two 
young pel sons $hould remain 


separated and married. The court 
declines 
to aprove the proposition. 


It says that the decree is not from 
bed and 
board, 
but lor separate 


maintenance. 
While 
it finds there 


is ample evidence to justify the 
wife in seeking and obtaining a di- 
vorce, the plaintiff has no right to 
insist, because of his wrongful con- 
duct, that the defendent should be 
subjected to a severance of themari-. 
tal 
relation. 
He cannot plead any 


right to a divorce on the ground CX 
his own misconduct, nor will the 
court impose on the defendant the 
necessity of submitting to a sever- 
ance when it is not asked.

Guaranty Fund Liable for $13,000 


to Bankers Automobile In- 


surance Company. 


The supremo court Monday held 


the guaranty fund liable for a $10,000 
certificate of deposit in favor of the 
Bankers' Automobile Insurance Co.,' 
now in process of liquidation, aud is- 
sued by the American State bank of 
Lincoln, also in a receiver's hands. 
When C. E. Maixncr was promoting 
the insurance company he induced 
the bank to issue the certificate and 
in exchange deposited a number of 
notes that were so dated as to he- 
come due before the certificate did. 


The court says that where no fraud 


or collusion is shown, the legal effect 
of such a deposit is the same as tho
